A great many lambs will be born 
this month, with a larger propor- 
tion in March. The difference 
between an early lamb that reaches 
the market in time to bring the 
highest prices and ene that is later 
is such as to make one profitable, 
with the other of but little value. 

The matter of raising early lambs 
for market receives but very little 
attention on many farms, the 
farmer taking no pains to couple 
the sheep in the Fall, but using 
rams indiscriminately, Everything 
depends on the rapid growth of 
the lamb, and coming into the 
world early in the season will be 
of but little advantage unless the 
lamb be from good stock and forced 
in growth from the first day of its 
existence, The common flocks of 
ewes can be made to produce first- 
class lambs if they be mated with 
Shropshire, Oxford or Southdown 
rams, The first two breeds are 
very large in size, but the latter is 
claimed to produce the superior 
carcass, and is probably the best 
for crossing with common ewes 
Lambs soon learn to eat, and hav- 
ing done so, one-half the difficulty} . 
is over, for, with the aid of the 
milk from the dams, they grow

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rapidly. The difficulty in feeding 
lambs all they can eat is that the 
sheep will deprive them of it, but 
this can be avoided by construct- 
ing a‘pen which will permit the 
lambs to enter through a small 
opening (usually at the bottom), 
which must not be large enough | 
for the sheep. The ewes and lambs 
should be confined in a small field 
or plot, so that they will not stray 
off from the feeding place. Small 
hoppers, filled with ground oats at 
first, and afterwards with whcle 
oats, so that the lambs can have 
free access to them at all times, 
will cause them, if well bred, to 
gain at the rate of a half a pound 
in weight daily. Nor is this a 
heavy gain, as full bred Oxfords 
have been known to weigh nearly 
a hundred pounds when three 
months old, though such a weight 
is unusual. The early lambs will 
bring from $2.50 to $3, according 
to the demand, which is more than 
the price brought by a matured 
sheep, later in the season. The 
lamb that is late in birth, and 
which is not properly forced in 
growth, though only a few weeks 
younger than the early one, must 
be kept longer and sold at a lower 
price, and that is where the ad- 
vantage of liberally feeding the 
lambs (as well as their dams, in or- 
der to promote the yield of milk) 
lies. But the breed is also very

THE recent convention of borti- 
culturalists at Riverside, in south- 
ern California, brought together 

many men of experience and abil- 
ity.

where he will in future reside. 
When he was kindiy escorted to the 
California line by county officials 
and ordered to leave the State for 


ever, it was thought that the fear 
of violence at the hands of an out- 
raged community would deter him 
from ever polluting the soil of 
Nevada again with his presence. 
His return shows an utter 
lack of sense or a total disregard for 
the law and the le. When the 
law failed to convict him, almost 
any other people on the Coast 
would have taken the question up, 
and punished him as he so richly 
deserves to be. The Jose family 
have been driven from their home, 
a young girl, but tifteen years old, 
ruined for life, a community of par- 
ents outraged, and the law defied, 
by aman known to be dishonest, 
who boastingly says, so it is stated, 
that he sees no reasou why he 
can’t live here again, as he don’t 
propose to tamper with white giris 
any more.“ There isa time when 
patience ceases to be a virtue, 
and to judge from the talk 
to be heard on tbe streets to-day, 
that time has about arrived in 
Reno. It is stated ou good authbor- 
ity that the victim of this colored 
brute’s lust stated after the trial, 
that when Henderson was endeav- 
oring to persuade her to submit to 
him, he said that she would do uo 
more than what a number of other 
girls, her playmates, had allowed 
him todo. Tuis is from a credible 
source. | 

Unless Henderson should depart 
to-uight—aud if he does he should 
not be allowed to take his step- 
daughter with him, if all accounts 
are true—the authorities should 
again arrest bim and endeavor by a 
second trial to convict him. He 
was released on his own recogniz- 
ance, it being understood that he 
leave the State never to return; he 
has broken bis parole, defied the 
law, and now complacently looks 
upon the ruin he bas wrougbt, aud 
conducts himself as though he had, 
in so doing, performed au act which 
should meet with praise instead of 
blame. If Hendersou is wise, and 
the GAZETTE hopes that it will not 
again be liable for contempt in so 
saying, be will leave town at his 
earliest convenience.

The cattle business of the Far 
West is ina bad way. There are 
surface indications that show con- 
clusively that something is wrong, 
but of the true inwarduess of the 
situation very little is known. 

The cattle barons are working 
hard to close all sources ef trust- 
worthy information, and such facts 
as leak out in spite of them are 
meager ana incomplete. 

Not many years ago a well- 
stocked ranch was a veritable gold 
mine. The public soon discovered 
the fact, and there was a rush to 
invest in cattle herds. So fast and 
furious was the craze that cattle 
on the hoof were actually worth 
more on the’ range than delivered 
here in Chicago. The result was 
that a few shrewd men made bar- 
rels of money by shipping cattle 
from this section of the country 
to the Far West. Such cattle were 
not acclimated, and, of course, fell 
easy Victims to cold and starvation. 
Further than this, the eager in- 
vestors were cheated, or cheated | 
themselves; on the count. So anx- 
ious were they to purchase that 
they took “book count” without 
waiting for the slower and surer 
“tally,” and the true number gen- 
erally amounted to little if any 
more than 35 per cent. of the book 
count.

Switzerland has 660,000 milch 
cows, all of native breed, and di- 
vided into two sharply defined 
races, the brown and the spotted. 
The former color varies from deep 
fawn to mouse gray, the latter | 
shade being held in most esteem. 
The brown race is short horned 
and considered as the original type. 
It corresponds to the remains 
found on the sites of the Roman 
cities of the third century of our 
era. The skulls of this race, fur- 
thermore, are identical with those 
found in the Swiss Lake dwellings. 
The spotted race, peculiar to Bern 
and Fribourg, is believed to be of 
Scandinavian origin. From the 
milking point of view there is not 
very much difference between 
either race. The average daily 
yield is about two gallons, or twelve 
gallons per 112 pounds of live 
weight. The percentage of butter 
to the milk varies from two to 
four per cent,
